Mr. Ayers has just returned from
San Francisco, where he concluded ar-
rangements with a syndicate to place
in operation a $20,OG dredge for
sluice mining in the Carrrizozo dis-
trict upon several thousand acres of
valley land where sluice mining can
be carried down from 20 to 40 feet.
The machine digs the dirt and sand
and separates the gold bearing par-
ticles from the waste and can care for
about 3500 tons daily, the Carrixozo
man stated.

Mr. Ayers was formerly general
manager and part owner as well as
discoverer, of the Willow Springs coal
mines, near Carrizozo. which were
sold last year to an eastern syndicate
which has reorganized the company
and made improvements to mine the
coal on a large scale, he said.
